b. Conduct a continuing review of all the research and 
development activities and policies of the Agency, including all 
research and development being undertaken through external 
contracts as well as internal research and development activity. 

c. Recommend to the Director changes designed to improve 
the Agency research and development program and the organization 
of the scientific effort of the Agency, with particular emphasis on 
new scientific developments which might have application to the 
Agency mission.

d. Keep abreast of significant scientific and technical 
developments in American industry, academic circles, and other 
agencies of the Government, especially projects related to 
intelligence, and advise the Director of activities which might 
have application for CIA.

It will work closely with the 
Agency Research and Development Review Board (HN 1-34) which will 
provide an effective internal mechanism for discussing and implementing 
those recommendations of the Scientific Advisory Board which are approved 
by the Director of Central Intelligence.
